FORCHANNEL 2

WASHINGTON, April 13—The 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission has been urged to trans- 
fer television Channel 2 from 
St. Louis to Springfield, Ill. The 
FCC also was urged to disqualify 
Signal Hill Telecasting Corp. of 
St. Louis from further operation 
on Channel 2. 

The recommendations were 
contained in a brief filed late 
yesterday with the FCC by San- 
gamon Valley Television Corp. 
of Springfield. The firm renewed 
its long-standing request for per- 
mission to operate on Channel 2 
in the Illinois capital. 

In its brief, the Sangamon 
firm took exception to the find- 
ings of a special hearing exam- 
iner for the FCC who recom- 
mended last month that the 
award of Channel 2 be recon- 
sidered. The examiner said Sig- 
nal Hill need not be disqualified. 

Exceptions to the examiner’s 
findings also have been filed by 
Signal Hill, American Broadcast- 
ing Co., Plains Television Corp. 
of Springfield, Ill., and the gen- 
eral counsel’s office of the FCC. 

The Signal Hill, ABC and 
Plains firms all supported the 
FCC’s original decision transfer- 
ring Channel 2 from Springfield 
to St. Louis and allocating it to 
Signal Hill. The FCC counsel’s 
office repeated its previous 
recommendation that a ‘‘com- 
parative demerit” be assessed 
against Signal Hill in any fur- 
ther proceeding that may be held 
to determine the allocation of 
Channel 2, 

A hearing before the commis- 
sion was requested in a number 
of the briefs. A spokesman for 
the FCC said that under the 
Federal Communications Act, 
the requests must be granted. A 
date for the hearing has not 
been set. 

The .current proceeding before 
the FCC grew out of a ruling by 
the circuit court of appeals here 
last year setting aside the award 
of Channel 2 to Signal Hill and 
remanding the matter to the 
communications agency for re- 
hearing. The court held that 
Harry Tenenbaum, president of 
Signal Hill, had engaged in im- 
proper ‘‘ex parte,’’ or private, 
contacts with FCC commission- 
ers and others in his efforts to 
obtain allocation of Channel 2. 

In jts brief, the Sangamon firm 
took the position that Tenen- 
baum’s “‘extraordinary record of 
ex parte activities’? was suffi- 
cient to disqualify Signal Hill 
from further operations on Chan- 
nel 2. Signal Hill now operates 
television station KTVI on Chan- 
nel 2. 

“The key to the disqualifica- 
tion of Signal Hill is Tenen- 
baum’s repeated representations 
with respect to the merits of the 
very questions before the com- 
mission for decision,”’ the Sanga- 
mon brief stated. ‘‘We are con- 
fronted with a calculated and 
continuing pattern of conduct ex- 
tending over a long period of 
time.” 

The FCC examiner found that 
Tenenbaum had engaged in fre- 
quent private conversations with 
FCC commissioners and _ staff 
members, had sent gifts to some 
of them and entertained some 
officials of the agency. Similar 
information had been disclosed 
previously by the House Legis- 

lative Oversight subcommittee. 

Tenenbaum’s actions were ¢2- 
fended in the brief filed by Sig- 
nal Hill. It said there was no 
impropriety in his activities. 

The brief filed by the FCC 
general counsel’s office took no 
exception to the examiner’s 
recommendation except for its 
findings that there was no culpa- 
bility involved in Tenenbaum’s 
conduct and that no demerit 
should be assessed against his 
firm. 

The brief said the examiner’s 
findings that Tenenbaum’s con- 
tacts with FCC commissioners 
were casual and offhand were 
contrary to the weight of the 
evidence and incomplete, 

The brief took issue with the 
examiner’s finding that at the 
time of Tenenbaum’s activities, 
ex parte contracts were npt gen- 
erally regarded as improper in 
proceedings of the type involving 
Channel 2, 

In disputing the examiner’s 
finding that no blame should be 
attached to Signal Hill because 
of Tenenbaum’s past actions, the 
brief said Tenenbaum was ‘‘one 
of those least sensitive to the 
unfairness to the other parties 
and the public interest inherent 
in the mode of approach which 
he deliberately chose to em- 
ploy.” 

The brief also differed with the 
examiner’s finding that Tenen- 
baum’s gifts of turkeys and 
stockings to FCC officials and 
employes should not be viewed 
seriously because they were rel- 
atively inexpensive.

Transit’s operation is based | 
on the Doppler effect, which is 
used in tracking missiles. Scien- 
tists described the Transit sys- | 
tem as essentially “tracking in | 
reverse,” by showing where the 
satellite will be at a future date. | 

Signals from the highly- -stable | 
oscillators would be fed to a. 
computer to predict the satel- 
lite’s future positions. This data 
would be radioed back to the | 
satellite, for relay to special re- | 
ceivers aboard ships and air- 
planes.

Fiasco at 7 Billions 


The ancient axiom that the military usually 
prepares for the last war is exemplified in the 
long, confusing and bitter controversy over 
the Nike Hercules and the Bomarc anti-air- 
craft missiles. 

This nine-year dispute appears to be ending 
now with the cutting back of Bomarc almost 
to zero—after a staggering expenditure of 
$7,700,000,000. That is what the setting up 
of Bomarc bases and the SAGE ground con- 
trol system has cost thus far. 

The Air Force began developing the Bomare 
in 1951 as a protection against the swarms of 
Soviet Russian bombers that our intelligence 
agencies had predicted would materialize by 
1955. The Army also began developing fhe 
Nike, with a range of 90 miles as compared 
to 200 and more for the Bomarc. Service 
rivalry seldom flared higher than in the row- 
ing over these two missiles. 

The Secretary ot Defense, then Neil McEl- 
roy, remarked in September 1958, that he 
had settled the whole matter by issuing 
orders that both missiles were to become 
operational. This was his answer to the Sen- 
ate Military Construction subcommittee’s 
warning that “decisions must be made to 
eliminate duplication or otherwise the annual 
cost of the defense budget will require in- 
crease beyond all reasonable proportions.” 

While Secretary McElroy was declining to 
choose, the Nike was knocking down fast 
targets at high altitudes and the Bomarc 
was fizzling. But Bomarc, made by Boeing 
Aircraft Co. and supported by Senator Jack- 
son of Washington, had a lot of friends. So did 
the Nike, a product of Douglas Aircraft, 
Westinghouse and Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories. An advertising campaign between the 
proponents of each ensued. 

President Eisenhower often says he knows 
more about military affairs than anyone else. 
He told Republican Congressional leaders who 
met with him at the White House last May 26 
that there was no need to choose between 
the two systems. He had the backing of Sec- 
retary McElroy, Dr. Herbert York, the director 
for research and engineering, and William M. 
Holaday, the Pentagon missile czar. As Sen- 
ator Symington remarked at the time, this 
Administration decision was “incredible.” It 
seems doubly so today. 

Meanwhile the basis for the Bomarc pro- 
gram was being undermined. This was the 
assumption that in event of war we would be 
attacked by vast bomber fleets. The clouds of 
Soviet bombers had failed to materialize, and 
the Pentagon now admitted that its earlier 
intelligence had been faulty. In fact, instead 
of building bombers as we did the Soviets 
had been going all-out on ICBMs. And they 
were now well ahead. 

Gen. Thomas D. White, Air Force chief of 
staff, told Congress last month that he was 
sure Bomarc would become an effective 
weapon. If it does, it is going to take more 
billions and the chances are that in any war 
there will be no bombers for it to attack. 
But there certainly is an excellent chance that 
a major war would mean the launching of 
enemy ICBMs. And we have no effective 
anti-ICBM device. 

The closest thing to a missile defense is the 
Army’s Nike Zeus, a development of the suc- 
cessful Nike Hercules, but it is still several 
years away from being operational — if it 
passes its tests. In the meantime, the prospect 
of satellites as instant warning devices has 
arisen and the launching of rockets from sat- 
ellites is being researched. 

It is obvious that if the Pentagon waited 
until it had all the answers, it would never 


-have any new weapons. Yet the history of the 


Nike-Bomarc row indicates that if our intelli- 
gence were better, if our decisions were 
sharper and if service rivalry were elim- 
inated, there would be far less chance of such 
imbroglios. 


Remember Stella? 

A month ago the Stella, Mo., school district 
became momentarily famous because Senate 
leaders used a minor bill affecting it as a 
vehicle for civil rights legislation. Once. the 
Senate turned to the House rights bill, Stella 
was almost forgotten. But not quite. A bill 
permitting Stella rent-free use of an old Fort 
Crowder barracks during a period when Stella 
was replacing a burned school has been 
balked by Senator Morse of Oregon. Senator 
Morse thinks Stella ought to pay half the fair 
market value of the leasehold. Nobody knows 
just what that is, and it may not be much, but 
Stella can ill afford it. Senator Morse has 
restored Stella to public attention. Stella 
would undoubtedly prefer peace, quiet and 
passage of its bill. 


A Rival Health Plan 

Despite President Eisenhower, the Republi- 
cans know that old-age health insurance is 
much too attractive—both to those over 65 
and to younger voters who believe that they 
will need it eventually—to leave its advocacy 
exclusively to their opponents. The Demo- 
crats are out in front with the Forand bill, but 
eight Republican Senators now have intro- 
duced a counter-attraction. 

Sponsored by Senators Javits, Keating, 
Aiken, Case, Fong, Cooper, Scott and Prouty, 
this bill contemplates a federal-state-private 
insurance company set-up to which all per- 
sons over 65 would be eligible to subscribe. 
It would be administered by the states. They 
would contract for the insurance with private 
companies; or if they found that impossible, 
the states could issue the insurance. 

This would cost $13 a month or $156 a year 
to those with incomes of $3600 or more. The 
rate would drop on a graduated scale for 
those with lesser incomes. Those with less 
than $500 a year would pay nothing. Cost of 
the premiums unpaid by the needy individual 
would be shared by the states and the Gov- 
ernment according to a formula based on the 
wealth of the states. Senator Javits estimated 
the total federal contribution at $480,000,000, 
an amount at which he fears the Administra- 
tion may “bridle.” 

It is, of course, impossible to work out the 
exact cost of this plan since it is impossible 
to determine how many states would make it 
available to their citizens and how many of 
them would take advantage of it. Some might 
regard the insurance as too expensive, since 
groups like the American Association of Re- 
tired Persons offer health insurance for as 
little as $6 a month. 

The new proposal would require direct pay- 
ments only by those over 65. The Forand 
plan would cost all those covered by Social 
Security $12 a year, with another $12 paid 
by their employers. No more payments would 
be made efter retirement, the time at which 
payments become difficult for many individ- 


uals. With 50 states and the Government in- 
volved, not to mention the insurance compa- 
nies, the administrative costs of the Republi- 
can counter-proposal surely would be higher. 

As there is little prospect of action this 
year, there will be plenty of time for careful 
study of rival.plans. This much is clear: a 
medical care plan for retired persons is essen- 
tial. The need should be met in the fairest, 
cheapest and most efficient way, without in- 
timidation by scare words like “socialized 
medicine.” 


The Parking Meter Decision 


The Missouri Supreme Court’s decision in 
the St. Louis meter case has produced some 
fortunate results for the city. 

First, it overturns a restrictive lower court 
ruling by Circuit Judge Franklin Reagan pro- 
hibiting the use of parking meter receipts for 
traffic regulation or for the establishment of 
off-street parking facilities. 

Second, it unlocks two substantial funds 
that have been accumulating since Judge Rea- 
gan’s decision a year ago. One runs to $665,- 
000 and represents parking meter receipts; 
the other totals $225,000 in parking meter 
violation fines. 

If this windfall is used solely for traffic 
control devices in the coming fiscal year, the 
city would be able to go a long way toward 
carrying out the program recommended in 
the Barton engineering report. Electric sig- 
nals cost about $8000 apiece; the meter and 
fine funds would buy 100 of the 250 signals 
Barton recommended. 

Third, the decision permits future parking 
meter receipts to be spent on additional 
meters, traffic control devices and off-street 
parking. There is some question as to whether 
it prevents the Aldermen from using these 
receipts for general municipal purposes. But 
it evidently does require that priority in 
spending meter revenues be assigned to park- 
ing and traffic-control purposes. That gives 
the city an assured revenue source for carry- 
ing out intelligent long range traffic-control 
and parking programs. 

One problem arises: The city still needs 
authority from the Legislature to pledge 
meter receipts for the support of revenue 
bonds issued to finance off-street parking 
garages. The court made the money avail- 
able, but it will be up to the Legislature to 
permit the city to pledge it. 

The Aldermen will be required to adopt 
a new parking meter ordinance, the high court 
holding that the old measure was invalid be- 
cause the Aldermen had no power to dele- 
gate to the Off-Street Parking Commission 
their legislative power to fix parking-meter 
rates and districts. This is easily corrected. 
The Aldermen can set rates and districts on 
recommendation of the Commission, just as 
they zone on recommendation of the Plan 
Commission. This small inconvenience is far 
overshadowed by the real gains for the public 
interest flowing from the decision. 


Behind the Patience 


Cuba has now reacted officially to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s recent comments on the 
Castro Government, and Havana offers its 
stock reply. Mr. Eisenhower, says Cuban 
President Dorticos, was interfering in Cuba’s 
internal affairs. 

What. Mr. Eisenhower did was to write 
to Chilean students that many friends of 
Cuba, who were heartened by Fidel Castro’s 
democratic promises, are now disillusioned 
by his record and feel his revolutionary ideals 
have been betrayed. The President specifi- 
cally noted that it is United States policy not 
to interfere with Cuban internal affairs. 

Comment is a far cry from interference, 
and farther from any landing of Marines 
which Premier Castro once warned of. In 
fact, the President’s words were much milder 
than the repeated diatribes and insults hurled 
at this country by Cuban leaders. These have 
prompted some Americans to demand some- 
thing stronger than the Administration “policy 
of patience” toward Cuba. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s letter to the Chilean stu- 
dents is, however, additional proof that the 
policy of patience is a deliberate and pur- 
poseful policy. One of its primary objectives 
is to enlist Latin American sympathy for the 
United States position toward Cuba. Far from 
acting like the imperialist power pictured 
by Castro oratory, this country clearly hopes 
for a multilateral, continental approach to 
Cuba’s defections from democracy. Beyond 
that, the policy of patience denies Castro the 
ammunition he obviously seeks to blame the 
United States for his own troubles. 

Those Americans who think the Adminis- 
tration policy toward Cuba amounts to no 
policy at all ought to take a closer look. The 
United States is gaining respect and isolating 
Castro for an accounting in the New World. 


The Choice in the County 


One fact emerges bright and clear from the 
County Council’s hearing on the proposal of 
its Chairman to spot-zone a 30-acre tract in 
the Schuetz road-Lackland road area: With 
the burden of proof of the need for change 
resting on Councilman Abramson, neither he 
nor the witnesses he mustered in support of 
the rezoning proved either its desirability or 
its necessity. 

To the contrary,.the case for reserving this 
land for the industrial use recommended both 
by the county’s professional. planners and 
their outside consultants is most compelling. 

Councilman Abramson wants the land re- 
zoned for single-family use on quarter-acre 
lots; so do the residents of the adjacent Grae- 
ler Park subdivision. But if the Council ap- 
proves the rezoning, it will be providing a 
built-in opposition to proper use of the re- 
mainder of the tract for light industrial pur- 
poses. Residents in the new subdivision will 
then make the same argument now being 
made by Graeler Park. 

Councilman Abramson and his colleagues 
are responsible for seeing to it that the county 
makes the best use of its principal natural re- 
source, its remaining open land. Professional 
planners say the land in question, one of the 
few remaining industrial sites, should be de- 
veloped for that purpose. To permit it to be 
developed as a speculative subdivision will 
throw away an opportunity to create new jobs 
and to expand a tax base that otherwise may 
be unable to support good schools and public 
services except at prohibitively high tax rates. 

Which objective takes precedence? The 
private interest of a speculative subdivider 
and the residents of Graeler Park? Or the 
overriding public interest in proper land-use 
planning, in new jobs, in a substantial tax 
base, in essential economic growth? The an- 
swer is obvious. : 
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‘RELAX. IT MIGHT RING, AND THEN AGAIN IT MIGHT NOT.”

them will have incomes under $2000 
@ year. What private insurance com- 
panies are going to insure them ade- 
quately at rates they can afford to 
pay? It is doubtful that any private 
company can pay for all the surgical 
and nursing and hospital care these 
elderly persons are indisputably going 
to need. 

There are, of course, a great many 
companies in the United States selling 
insurance of protective value, and 
some make a special point of catering 


to elderly folk; but no more than about 
one-third of the persons over 65 have 
hospital insurance, most of it with in- 
adequate benefit coverage. Private in- 
surance companies provide splendid 
protection for wage earners. But the 
cost of insurance inevitably goes up as 
the likelihood of illness increases with 
old age, and sometimes is prohibitive 
for those who have retired. 

The one practical way to provide in- 
surance against the health hazards of 
retirement years is to let people pay 
the premiums in the form of Social 
Security taxes while they are earning 
wages and are able to do so. This is 
precisely how they now provide retire- 
ment income for themselves under the 
Social Security program; and this kind 
of protection is made compulsory be- 
cause the lack of it would have a dis- 
astrous social impact. 

Those who denounce this proposal as 
“socialistic”? without proposing any 
workable alternative are foolishly doc- 
trinaire. They might just about as 
sensibly oppose as socialistic the na- 
tion’s public schools, fire departments 
and parks because these represent 
communal efforts financed through 
taxation.

DE GAULLE’S HERITAGE AND PROS.- 

PECTS, by Edgar S. Furniss Jr. (Pub- 
lished for the Council on Foreign Re- 
lations by Harper & Bros., 512 pgs.,

Any book published under the aegis 
of the Countil on Foreign Affairs has 
received a secular imprimatur of no 
mean significance. Prof. Furniss pre- 
sents a valuable study, valuable for 
its exhaustive research, its documenta- 
tion, and its, bibliography, as well as 
for its sober and factual style. Any 
student or teacher of foreign affairs 
would want to keep it as a reference 
book, for it is a mine of information. 

One might get the impression after 
reading it that the author would have 
liked to entitle it: ‘France, Trouble- 
some Ally.” And one could take ex- 
ception to the sub-title, ‘“‘De Gaulle’s 
Heritage and Prospects,” for the 
heritage of President De Gaulle has 
been inadequately treated. . 

The author limits his study rigidly 
to the Fourth Republic in discussing 
the heritage of the Fifth Republic. 
Granted that a scholar has to begin 
somewhere, yet in a very literal sense 
the 25 last years of the Third Republic 
are a part of the present; they too con- 
stitute the heritage of De Gayle; they 
determined and they explain French 
attitudes following World War II.

NEW YORK, April 13 (AP)— 
Sidney S. Lenz, 86-year-old 
authority on auction bridge and 
a top player for many years, 
died yesterday at his Manhat- 
tan residence

But in a weird bit of drama 
which could happen only in 
California, he found himself 
crosswise of public opinion. By 
granting a 60-day reprieve to 
Caryl Chessman, Gov. Brown 
brought down on his head all 
the sound and the fury that this 


strange case has _ aroused 
through the 12 years Chessman 
has sat in the death house at 
San Quentin. 

It would be hard to find a 


better example of the snares 
that lie in wait for the unlucky 
Governor in these parlous times, 
[he miracle is that men as able 
and as conscientious as Brown 
are eager to take on the job. 

In his two terms as Attorney 
General of the state. he had 
built. up a loyal foliowing and 
increasingly he was pressed to 
run for Governor. But Mrs. 
Brown, the daughter of a police 
captain in San Francisco, was 
reluctant. It was the old story 
of home life versus being out 
every night politicking. 

But 1958 was an opportunity 
that neither Brown nor the party 
could resist. The Republicans 


were quarreling among them: 
selves with Senator William 
Knowland insisting on running 
for Governor and compelling the 
then Governor, Goodwin Knight, 


‘to run for his Senate seat. Knight 


was complaining bitterly that 
that kind of switch always alien- 
ates the voters. 


THE RESULT was a victory 
for Brown in November 1958 by 
a majority of a million. He 
swept in with him a Democratic 
House and Senate. 

Brown's belittlers see this 
triumph as a political accident 
They say that if Knowland had 
stuck to the Senate and Knight 
to the governorship it would 
never have happened. While 
this cannat be proved, there are 
reasons to believe that Brown 
fits the California pattern of 
politics and was in large meas- 
ure the author of his own victory. 


With his cautious, unspectacu- | 


lar approach to politics, Brown 


bears a family resemblance to 


Earl Warren who, for so many 
years before he became Chief 
Justice, was the dominant force 
in California. Like Warren, who 
won an unprecedented third term 
as the state’s chief executive, 
Brown has never stressed party 
ties in his politics. 

His progressivism resembles 
the moderate progressivism of 
the Californian who is now the 
Chief Justice of the United 
States. The keynote for Brown, 
as it was for Warren, is good 
government and it seems to 
appeal to an uprooted population 
coming from every part of the 
country and wanting to believe 
that their new home is the end 
all and be all of existence.

Although the bill carries a safe- 
ty label, it carries important 
economic’ implications. Many of 
these mines are not paying the 
40 cents a ton which the union’s 
welfare and retirement fund col- 
lects from the larger mines. 
Also, some of the smaller op- 
erations are so-called family 
mines. 

Finally, Lewis’s respect for 
money as a political tool is said 
to make him distrustful of any 
adversary who has an ample 
supply of it. 

Symington the Favorite. 


The veteran mine union leader 
is not particularly enamored of 
Humphrey, Lewis’s friends say. 
He is said to favor Senator 
Stuart Symington of Missouri 
among the Democratic presiden- 
tial runners. 

A “stop Kennedy” campaign 
is one way of enhancing the 
chances of the Missourian, who 
is not entered in the West Vir- 
ginia primary. Lewis is said to 
feel that if Kennedy wins West 
Virginia he will have the party’s 
nomination in his grasp, and 
that if he is beaten there, he may 
well be destroyed politically. 

Lewis’s political influence

These recommendations were 
made to Air Force Secretary 
Dudley C. Sharp by an outside 
committee he appointed to deter- 
mine how the Military Air 
Transport Service can best do 
its job in war and peace. Sharp 
took the recommendations under 
consideration. 

The civilian panel said com- 
mercial airlines now have or 
shortly will have ample capacity, 
largely in modern jet powered 
aircraft, to handle all military 
passenger hauling. It said the 
United States is lagging behind 
in development of specially-de- 
signed’ cargo craft and recom- 
mended Government sponsorship 
of a program to produce a jet- 
powered cargo plane by 1969. 

The committee said it would 
take about $200,000,000 to develop 
such a plane and that the air- 
craft industry should be encour- 
aged to expedite the job by re- 
ceiving substantial orders for 
jt from the military services. It 
said the production cost per 
plane after development of the 
first cargo carrier should drop 
to about $5,000,000. 

Although the committee urged 
MATS to get out of the passenger 
business, it rejected proposals 
that the MATS fleet of 584 planes 
be reduced in size. Aircraft 
freed from routine passenger 
and freight hauling, the group 
proposed, should be devoted to 
increased training in long dis- 
tance transportation of troops 
and strictly military supplies.

One of the chief committee 
proposals would have MATS con- 
tract for services by commerical 
airlines, not on the basis of low 
bids, but at agreed profitable 
rates that would be approved by 
the Civil Aeronautics board. 

The committee would permit 
the commerical airlines to make 
enough profit on’ government 
contract flights to buy improved, 
modern passenger and cargo 
aircraft. 

This, it said, would permit the 
buildup of a more efficient air- 
lift fleet that could be used in 
peace and war. The report added 
that if commerical transporta- 
tion were procured at approved 
tariff rates, there would be no 
need for government subsidies 
in this field. 

The allocations of passenger 
and cargo contracts for the mili- 
tary services would be based, 
according to the committee’s 
proposals, on the business and 
performance rating of the in- 
dividual airlines and their readi- 
ness to earmark a portion of 
their fleets as military reserves.

CATCH ROBBERS PAY AND TRADE 


A new system of assigning po- 
licemen. at holdup scenes is 
under consideration because of- 
ficers have been getting into one 
another’s way, police captains 
were told yesterday. Chief of 
Police Curtis Brostron told a 
meeting of bureau comman- 
ders and district captains that 
the department is studying what 
is known as the ‘‘quadrant 
system.” 

Under the plan, which is used 
in several other cities, the police 
radio dispatcher sets up four 
*‘sections’’ encompassing’ the 
holdup scene. Officers then 
are assigned to each of the four 
sections and instructed to make 
a systematic search for suspects 
on the basis of descriptions 
broadcast on the police radio. 

‘The system eliminates police 
officers aimlessly searching for 
suspects,”’ Brostron explained. 

He said too many officers have 
been going to the exact locations 
of holdups, thus causing con- 
fusion at the scenes. Surplus of- 
ficers have interfered with the 
work of the men who have been 
assigned to the scenes, causing 
delays in having descriptions of 
robbers broadcast, Brostron said. 

He also ordered more stringent 
traffic law enforcement. Dis- 
trict personnel should crack 
down on traffic violations now 
that the winter weather is over 
and the snow is off the streets, 
he said. 

Brostron told the meeting that 
officers in uniform should re- 
frain from eating meals in tav- 
erns. Persons who have re- 
ceived traffic tickets might mis- 
take a glass of water for a glass 
of gin, he declared.

GENEVA, April 13 (AP) —

It said complete removal of | 
Europe’s barriers against Am- | 
erican goods would absorb ex- 
cess purchasing power in Europe 
and simultaneously hel,» improve 
the worsening American trade 
balance. 

The report warned Wesjern 
Europe against attempts to con- 
trol inflation by keeping down 
wages, which have lagged behind 
those of American workers. 

The survey reported concern 
over the constant drain on Am- 
erican monetary reserves, but 
said this is less dangerous than 
generally believed. 

Growing Competition. 

The United States share of ex- 
port markets in manufactured 
goods declined sharply last year 
in the face of growing compe- 
tition from West Germany and 
Japan. Meanwhile, Western Eu- 
rope’s economic expansion con- 
tinued, giving European curren- 
cies a greater stability than at 
any time since World War II, the 
report said. 


Fears about the continual loss 
of international liquidity of the 
United States were misplaced, 
it suggested, because a certain 
negative balance could continue 


| almost indefinitely without harm. 
‘ing the United States economy. 


The 300-page report warned 
European governments against 
attempts to meet inflation with 
new credit restrictions, and said 
a better way to absorb excess 
purchasing power was to remove 
all remaining import restrict- 
tions, including those on agricul- 
tural products.

TORONTO, April 13 (AP)—The 
Montreal Canadiens are on the 
verge of winning the Stanley Cup 
for the fifth straight year, an 
unprecedented feat in the Na- 
tional Hockey League. 

They took a 3-0 stranglehold 
on this year’s cup by outclassing 
the Toronto Maple Leafs, 5-2, 
last night. They can sweep the 
best-of-seven final playoff series 
by winning the fourth game here 
Thursday night. 

A scoring explosion by the Ca- 
nadiens’ almost-forgotten third 
line of Phil Goyette, Andre 
Pronovost and Marcel Provost 
and the solid work of Goalie 
Jacques Plante stymied the 
Leafs’ desperate effort to get 
into series contention. 

Too Many Richards. 

Goyette, with two goals, was 
a standout on offense. Don Mar- 
shall and the Dynamic Richard 
brothers — Maurice and Henri — 
got the other Montreal goals. 

Johnny Wilson and Bert Olm- 
stead handled the Toronto scor- 
ing, both goals coming when the 
Leafs were already behind the 
eight ball. 

The hometown Toronto crowd 
of 13,307 had little to cheer about 
as the Canadiens played what 
Coach Toe Blake called their 
best game of the series. 

Even Punch Imlach, the usu- 
ally optimistic Leaf coach, 
agreed with Blake’s summary. 
He said in the dressing room | 
afterward that the Leafs ‘‘have | 
no alibis about that one.” | 

Plante—who Imlach said was 
*“marvelous’—got the Montreal 
players’ vote as the man of the | 
night. But he had to share the | 
glory with Maurice Richard. 


Just Like a Rookie. 

The 38-year-old Rocket, defy- 
ing the years to slow him down, | 
skated like a rookie. His goal, | 
the first he has scored in seven 
playoff games this year, drew 
an appreciative shout from the 
Toronto fans.

Fine First Speech For Women Who 


By New FCC Head 


NEW YORK, April 13. 
THE NEW CHAIRMAN of the Federal Communications 
Commission, Frederick W. Ford, has made his maiden public 
address at the Chicago convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters and it is a dilly. That is, from the point 
of view of the intelligent 
viewer, the concerned citi- 
zen and the outraged par- 
ent. The broadcasters may 

call it something else. 

To the visitor from 
Mars, Ford’s speech might 
seem almost prosaic, All 
he did, really, was remind 
the broadcasters they had 
certain responsibilities. He 
reminded them that their 
obligations could not “be 
sidetracked by or subor- 
dinated to the business as- 
pects.” This is like saying 
that the Bill of Rights is 
not suspended because 
business is bad, These 
truths, to coin a phrase, 
should be self-evident. But 
they are not. It’s hearten- 
ing to see someone high in

a regulatory body state them. 


It is also unusual to find a person in a regulatory 
body—particularly this regulatory body—who believes 
his function is to regulate. Ford’s predecessor gen- 
erally explained and apologized and wrung his hands. 
When regulation was thrust upon him, he turned to 
the Attorney General’s office for guidance on his 
powers and responsibilities—as if the whole subject 
were new to him. 


One passage in Ford’s talk that must have caused dis- 
comfort in the upper echelons of broadcasting was: “‘It is 
not merely a question of whether there is too much of this 
type or that type of program or advertising matter. Rather, 
it is a question of whether this industry will measure up to 
its self-imposed responsibilities with respect to the advance- 
ment of education, religion, and culture, the provisions of 
wholesome entertainment, its special responsibility toward chil- 
dren, decency and decorum in production, its unique position 
as a vehicle for community affairs, and in its factual, fair, 
and unbiased treatment of news, public events, and contro- 
versial issues.” 

Let’s break that down a little. How well has the industry 
fulfilled its responsibilities toward education, religion, 
and culture? Toward education, it has hardly paid more 
than lip service. Ditto religion, Culturally, it had its own 
thriving field of drama once (about five years ago) which has 
just about disappeared. There are flashes—NBC opera, Leon- 
ard Bernstein’s series on CBS—of good music, There is hardly 
a single good program for children on the networks. As for 
“its unique position as a vehicle for community affairs,” that 
is strictly for laughs. Neither radio nor television ever paid 
much attention to the communities they lived in. 


The one field mentioned by Ford in which the 
broadcaster has an excellent record is that of news, 
public events and controversial issues (on the last of 
which it’s sometimes much better than the press). 
Now it just happens that last category is the one the 
networks run themselves, The news staffs work direct- 
ly for the networks or the stations, not for a package 
outfit. This means they are not nearly so susceptible 
or vulnerable to the whims of advertisers or the people 
who package shows in this business, which has a very 
high concentration of blithering idiots. 


The news staffs which generally handle public affairs 
have a very high esprit de corps and morale. They are also 
slowly acquiring that invaluable abstraction—a tradition of 
excellence and pride in their work that is beyond price, 

This tradition and pride should be extended to the other 
endeavors of broadcasting, and a strong chairman of the 
FCC could be welcome help in this regard to the decent 
broadcaster and highly unwelcome to’ the merchants of trash 
who have had an unfair advantage over the proponents of 
decency. Ford is on record as believing in a serious review 
of the promises made by stations when renewal time comes 
up. That alone should send a shiver of apprehension down the 
spines of the whole industry because these promises have 
been largely honored in the breach.

Inclosed Showers

AS LONG AS people were con- 
tent to sit quietly in a bathtub 
and douse themselves with a 


sponge full of water, there was 


no great need for any sort of 
tub enclosure. But when a show- 


er head was added to the family 
bathtub, trouble started. It is 
difficult for the average adult, 
and impossible for young people, 
to take a shower in a bathtub 
without splashing water all over 
the place. This can make quite 
a mess in the bathroom and can 
also damage ceilings of rooms 
below. 


Any sort of tub that is re- 
cessed can be equipped with a 
tub enclosure which, when closed, 
will prevent water splashing out 
of the tub. The simplest kind of 
installation is where the tub is 
recessed in such a way. that 
only the front is open and there 
are walls at the two ends and the 
sides. In this type installation, 
putting in the glass sliding doors 
is very simple. If the tub is 
open at one or both ends, life 
gets a little more complicated.

The Library: New 
World for a Child 


NEW YORK, April 13 (AP). 

THE OTHER DAY I brought home to my daughter, who 
is nearly 7, a new how-to-read book to supplement her first 
grade fare. 

Tracy likes the outside books, as they help her to pick 
up new words she hasn’t 
yet studied in school. 

“When you finish this 
one,”’ I told her, ‘‘I’ll bring 
you a real good story 
book.” 

“I don’t want you to 
bring it to me, Daddy,” 
Tracy replied. ‘I want to 
go to the library and pick 
one out myself.” 

For a moment I felt a 
small sense of hurt, as any 
parent does when a child 
blithely rebuffs his offer of 
aid. But then this feeling 
gave way to a glow of 
pride in my daughter’s 
sense of independence, a 
sturdy virtue which chil- 
dren today seem to acquire 
at an earlier age than my 
generation did. 

“All right, honey, from 
now on we'll go to the library together,’”’ I promised, ‘“‘but 
you'll pick out your own books all by yourself.”

I felt both a loss and a gain, the double feeling 
of both pain and pleasure you always get when your 
child moves toward more responsibility in its own 
destiny. A parent’s life is made up of these feelings 
and these moments. When a child gets the library 
habit you reach one of those small crossroads in 
family living. By the books the child selects to read 
that you have not read yourself, it enters a world 
you do not know and widens the gathering and inevit- 
able distance between you. 


But there is a reward, tod. The books you share kindle 
a reunion of recognition between you that gives you at least 
a place near your child in new parts of its widening world. 

I feel fortunate myself because so far my daughter still 
enjoys taking my mind by her voice and leading me with 
her into her new empire of learning. 

“Put down your newspaper, Daddy,” she says, climbing 
into my lap. ‘I want to read you a new story.” 

And off we go, stumbling tactfully over the harder words, 
through some wild and unlikely tale full of goats and cookies 
and monkeys and people named Tom, Dick, Sue and Jane. 

Her mother is proud that Tracy has adopted a rigorous 
habit of brushing her teeth after every meal. But I take 
greater joy in her interest in acquiring the library habit 
so young. 

To me this is more important. Her teeth,..given the 
best of care, may fall out in time; her mind, “given the 
best of care, never will. 

Across our broad America some 5000 communities have 
just celebrated National Library Week. It is an event well 
worth celebrating, and the news it brings is cheering. Despite 
the many false and foolish ways we now have to waste our 
leisure, most libraries reported circulation gains during 
the year ranging from 10 to 50 per cent. 


Perhaps some 3,000,000 or more children my 
daughter’s age this year will go wondering and wide- 
eyed into a library for the first time? They will go 
out on tiptoe, hugging in ecstasy to their small bosoms 
the treasures of their choice. Their lives will ever 
after be enlarged, for that is what the library habit 
does for anyone. 


A library provides the tools of learning we must all learn 
. how to employ in a complicated world. But it is far more 

than a storehouse of dead facts, or a mere warehouse of 
practical information. 

A library is also a granary that provides bread for the 
questing spirit; it is a temple in print, holding in trust for 
all the best statements of the best minds on the long adventure 
of the human soul. It is a bridge, too, and a refuge, and a 
fortress, and a mighty passport to all lands and climes 
and times. 

Few if any journeys in life ever take a child farther 
than does its first trip to a library.

Sulfa Drugs Harmful? 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Does a sulfa drug weaken the 
heart? —MRS. R. D. H.” 


There is a common belief that sulfa drugs, and aspirin, 
too, ‘‘weaken the heart.”” This is false. Neither drug dam- 
ages the heart. 

No doubt this idea got started because the drugs are used 
to combat certain conditions which may be injurious to the 
heart. The main one, as you might well guess, is a strep 
infection which may lead to rheumatic fever which in turn 
can cause inflammation of the heart muscle or valves. 


The damage is from the infection, not from sulfa 
drugs used to combat the infection, or aspirin used 
to combat inflammation. Modern sulfa drugs are an 
accepted and valuable treatment for strep infections, 
and strep throat is common, 


It is true that some of the early forms of sulfa had 
their problems, and we had to be cautious in using them, 
but even then heart damage was not one of their faults. 
The early drugs of the sulfa variety sometimes depressed 
the blood count, sometimes caused rashes, sometimes con- 
tributed to crystals or ‘‘stones’’ forming in the kidneys. To- 
day these complications are virtually non-existent, 

As for aspirin, it continues to be an excellent drug ‘for 
relief of pain, and in treating rheumatic infections and the 
aches that go with them. 


It is true that some individuals may suffer from 
rashes or from upset stomachs if they take some 
quantity of aspirin, and there may even be bleeding. 
Some of these side effects, particularly the bleeding 
and stomach irritation, can be avoided by taking the 
drug with food or milk, or combined with an alkali, so 
with proper handling results are entirely satisfactory. 


A resulting rash, either from sulfa or from aspirin, is 
largely limited to people who are particularly sensitive, or 
allergic, to the drugs. In such cases, the best I can say is 
to do what other allergy sufferers must do in regard to so 
many foods or other materials: Avoid them and substitute 
something else.

A Note of Doom 


HYDE PARK, April 13. 

I SEEM FORCED TO WRITE these days again and again 
on the situation in South Africa. Alan Paton’s article in the 
New York Times magazine presented what seems to me 
to be a sad picture, and it appeared to ring a note of doom 
for those in the South African government for trying to sup- 
press people on a basis of racial lines. 

If the day comes when we divide all people on color 
lines, it will be a sad day for the human race. 

From the news reports on the attempted assassination of 
Prime Minister Verwoerd, I gather that David Pratt, the 
white South African farmer who wounded him, might have 
been motivated by impulse but that the impulse grew from a 
strong feeling of opposition to the policies of the govern- 
ment. Mr. Pratt is said to be a kind and generous man but 
to have psychological difficulties. , 


THE MORE I HEAR of the methods used by the govern- 
ment to suppress the South African native population, the 
more I feel that the word “‘civilized’’ cannot be applied to 
such methods. If this is what civilization brings, then civi- 
lization is more cruel than barbarism. : 


One can only hope that the realization of world 
reaction will come before the South African govern- 
ment actually commits its white people to suicide. 

As we watch this whole picture developing, we in 
the United States should be taught a lesson. One of 
the purposes of education should be to teach us to live 
together..We are a nation of many different peoples, 
and there is no reason why we should not be able to 
bridge the color gap and other racial differences until 
we are, at last, one people. 


We have made great progress in this respect and we 
should be proud of it. We certainly should not be discouraged 
by the mere fact that we cannot at once find ways of com- 
plete agreement everywhere in our nation. 

WE MUST WORK GRADUALLY in achieving a better 
understanding and stop any continued slow approach that 
might eventually lead us into a situation similar to that 
of the South Africans. To see such a thing develop in this 
country would indeed be a tragedy of the first order. 

In this country we are not in the same danger as the 
South Africans because we still are a nation with a majority 
of white people. But in our approach to the world situation, 
this is not enough to make us feel any happier about 
America’s role. We ought to be moral leaders in the world 
today—leaders capable of high moral standards on questions 
vital to the world and not afraid to take such a position be- 
cause of our own backward tendencies at home.
